Government having, 
in a communication of the 5th February 1827, acquainted the Commissioners, u that 
Mr. Little’s age and infirmities appear to render him unfit for the situation of Secretary, 
and that therefore the Lord Lieutenant has been pleased to direct Mr. O’Reily to take 
upon him the duties of that office and subsequently an order from Government was 
received by the Commissioners to continue to pay his salary to Mr. Little until further 
orders.
